ut an End to the Calamity, we All are wil- 
ivg to own with Joy, and Thankſgiving- 

But, notwithſtanding Our different Way of 


judging in theſe Matters, Cod Almighty vin- 


dicates to himſelf the ſole Government of the 
World; I ſet' all Men, every One againſt Bit

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Second place, Endeavour to Aſſert the Do- 
minion of God in the Kingdoms of Men, by 
ſhewing, that our Calamities, as well as Deli- 
verances, do proceed only from his Righte- 
ous Hand. I fet all Men, every One again 
his Nerghbour , but Now I will not be unto the 
Refidue of this People, as in the former Days, 
faith the Lord of Hoſts. . 

Frinſt, Altho it may be Grievous to recal the 
Memory of thoſe Times; yet it is neceſſary 
to take a ſhort View of the Confuſions, that 
ſo long oppreſſed our Native Country; in or- 
der to our Minds with a Due Senſe of 
the Mercies, which we Commemorate. Wars are 
ever a Dreadful Calamity to Mankind. When 
they ariſe between Nations, entirely Diſtinct, 
and that have no common Bands of Amity 
with one another; the Burthen is weigh 
enough, even on the Conquering Side; and 
the many Great Victories of this Glorious and 

ever Memorable Reign, have not left us with- 
out Reaſons t6 Deſire a Safe, and Honoura- 
ble Peace. But, when a Kingdom is divided, 
and torn to Pieces within it elf ; when a Peo- 
ple embddyed under the fame Laws, and 
united in the fame Intereſts, carry their Dif- 
texencts into an Open Civil War; 2 whole 
Age ſhall not retrieve the Milchiefs, done it a 
ſingle Moment. The Firſt Breach in theſe Inte-

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pry than All the Inroads, that can be made 
by a Foreign Enemy, in the Courſe of a te- 
dious War. The Breach (as the Prophet ex- 
preſſes it) zs Great like the Sea; who. can heal 


71 The Animoſities, and Reſentments, and - 


Rancour, that muſt have been long fermenting 
in the Hearts of Men, before they can break 
out into ſuch an Open Flame, make them dip 
at Firſt into the Utmoſt Cruelties: And, be 
the Factions never ſo Oppoſite in their Princi- 
ples, and Opinions; yet the Relations, and 
Alliances, which Thoſe, that breath the fame 
Air, muſt neceſſarily have with one another, 
make the whole Tranſaction; ſeem. at leaſt of 

a more Inhumane and Unnatural Kind. 
But, theſe were Miſchiefs, which tho' very 
terrible ; yet, in a few Years, vented their 
Fury, and expired of themſelves among Us. 
The Settlements that followed, the Eſtabliſh- 
ment of Confuſion, and Anarchy, by Ordi- 
nances of a Pretended Legal Power, which had 
firſt pulled up all the Ancient Land-Marks of 
the Engliſb Conſtitution, were the moſt Dread- 
ful Part of this Calamity. For it was a ſad 
Circumſtance of this Unnatural Rebellion, that 
the Thoughts: of Changing the Kingly Go- 
vernment of this Nation, came then firſt into 
the Minds of our People; | and; : what | was 


worſe, that they then firſt began to ay We 
will make to.our ſelves Gods alſo, lle the Na- 
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tions round about Us. We alone, at the Refor- 
mation, had happily Preſerved that Form of 
Government, which our Saviour, and his Apo- 

ſtles had, at firſt, Eftabliſh'd in the Chriſtran 
Church: But, what was the great Misfortune 
of our Neighbouring Countries, and is, at this 
Day, lamented by the Confidering, and Im- 
partial Men among them; was, at laſt, thought 
to be a Model, fit for our Imitation; and We 
departed from the Undoubted Ordinance of 
| God, to ſet up That, which was the Undoubt- 
ed Invention of Men. This New Plan of 
Church Government may, perhaps, ſecure the 
Morals of _ in Countries where Neceſli- 
ty, or Invincible Prejudices have thrown Them 
upon it: But with Us, who out of Choice, 
and even Wantonneſs ran into it, of Our 
Selves; it Overwhelm'd Us with Prophanenefſs, 
and Enthuſiaſm, like a Sea; and there ap- 
pear, ſtill, the ſad Marks of the Shzpwreck of

And then, as to the Civil Government, E- 
fabliſh'd from Ages Immemorial, in theſe King- 
doms ; how was it.torn to Pieces by the Re- 
publican Spirit, which (as we obſerv'd) then 
alfo; Firſt, infeſted. our Conflitution! -- 
The Barons of Old had many ſharp Conteſts 
with their Sovereigns.; and had it often in

It is not indeed Impoſſible, but that Men 
may Live Happily under any Kind of Ci O- 
vernment, when. it hath been long ſettled: a- 
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mong them, and Gradually adapted to their 
Genius and Temper : The Miſchief lieth in 
pulling up Foundations, where-ever they are 
once Surely and Firmly laid. Neither was a 
Commonwealth ever changed into a Monar- 
chy, but with the utmoſt Struggle, and by ve- 
ry long and terrible Convulſions. And, per- 
haps, it may be juſtly doubted, whether ablo- 
hate and Arbitrary Dominion (the worſt ſort 
of Government, certainly, on the Face of the 
Earth, which, nevertheleſs, hath ſo Long Ob- 
tained in all the Eaſtern Parts of the World) 
could be Reduced at Once, to thoſe Mild and 
Happy Limitations, which we particularly 
Enjoy; without as much Difturbance to the 
People themſelves, as it would be to us, ſhould 


we, Ever Again, be reduced under an Abſolute 


and Arbitfary 'Power.
